it mercilessly pursued and annihilated 
by Bulgarian troops. 


"We will not enter into any negotia- 


tions whatever for paying ransom," 
said M. Saratoff, "as we don't want 
precedents established for the many 
robbers infesting the neighborhood to 
turn to Bulgaria whenever this seems 
to their advantage. We arc firmly de- 
termined to make an example which 
will deter robbers from repeating such 
speculations. 
It will then no longer 


be possible to accuse Bulgaria of har- 
boring secret committees which or- 
ganize bands for kidnaping foreigners 
in Turkey and removing them to Bul- 
garia, there peaceably to enjoy the 
ransom they extort." 


Gener*! Corbin's Report. 


Washington, Oct. 19.—The annual 


report of Major General Henry C. Cor- 
bin, adjutant general of the 
army, 


comprehensively reviews 
the work, 


condition and needs of the military 
establishment " General Corbin ' sub- 
mits a table to show that the army in 
the Philippines is to be reduced by 
expired enlistments at the rate of 
about 2,000 a month from now on un- 
til June, 1902.
